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Enterprise murder trial ends with 
guilty verdict for Malcom Hunter 


A recent murder trial in 
the Enterprise Division of 
Coffee County resulted in a 
guilty verdict. 

Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney Tom 
Anderson said Malcom 
Hunter was found guilty 
Wednesday, May 16, by a 
Coffee County jury for the 
murder of Ayanna Nneka 
Smith. Smith was age 26 at 
the time of her death in 
2017. 

According to reports, 
Smith was last seen Jan. 21, 
2017, in Enterprise. Hunter 
was arrested Feb 2, 2017 
and charged with murder in 
her disappearance. 

“The jury took less than 
an hour to reach their guilty

verdict,” Anderson said. 
The victim’s body was 
never recovered after 
extensive searches by the 
Enterprise Police 
Department and other law

district attorney said. 

“Evidence at the trial of 
the case indicated that the 
defendant shot Ayanna 
Smith on the night of 
January 21, 2017, and then 
ultimately disposed of the 
murder weapon and body,” 
said Anderson. “The 
District Attorney’s office is 
grateful for the hard work 
of the Enterprise Police 
Department in this case.” 

Anderson further com- 
mended assistant district 
attorney’s Mary Katherine 
Head and Jon M. Folmar 
for spearheading the prose- 
cution in this matter. He 
said they are pleased with 
the result on behalf of 
Smith’s family. 

“This case involved the 
prosecution of a defendant 
for murder without recov- 
ering the body of a victim, 
which is the first such case 
in recent history in the 
Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
and one of just a few in the 
State of Alabama,” 
Anderson said. 

A sentence hearing for 
Malcom Hunter is sched- 
uled for Monday, June 11, 
at 9 a.m. in the Coffee 
County Courthouse — 
Enterprise annex building. 
Anderson said the State 
will seek the maximum 
sentence available =~ life 
without parole.

Sometimes, there is concrete or hard grave! surrounding 
the grave, so merely go to a point where you can insert 
the flag where it is fairly obvious who it is for.

to select our political office 
holders for the next four to 
six years. 

Traditionally this column 
has, week before the elec- 
tion, been devoted to com- 
menting on the best and/or 
worst candidate for each 
office on the ballot. 

This year it is an almost 
impossible task. Earlier, 
while discussing the pros 
and cons of those on the 
ballot with a close friend, 
we counted an embarrass- 
ing number of races with 
not a single candidate 
whose name was recogniza- 
ble!

five liked Kay Ivey for 
many years, and this brief 
gig as governor has not 
gone to her head. Then 
Battle has done a wonderful 
job in Huntsville and we 
would not lose a minute of 
sleep if he happened to be 
the nominee. The other 
three candidates just are not 
well enough known to even 
be considered for the job. 

The Democrat ballot has 
two candidates for governor 
with experience. Former 
Supreme Court Justice Sue 
Bell Cobb and Tuscaloosa 
Mayor Walt Maddox have 
served with distinction. 
Cobb quit in the middle of 
her term on the Court and 
we have no idea why, but 
quitting is just not right in 
our book. Maddox therefore 
would be our candidate on 
the Democratic ballot. 

The Lt Governor race 
has three Republicans with 
only Twinkle Cavanaugh 
with any “trial under fire” 
experience in state govern- 
ment. She has run several 
statewide races and will 
probably win the nomina- 
tion without a runoff. 

The Democrats have no 
one on the ballot for Lt 
Governor, at least in the pri- 
mary. 

The Congressional Race 
for the 2nd District has five 
Republicans and two 
Democrats. The 
Republicans have incum- 
bent Martha Roby facing 
some pretty good political 
names, but so far neither of 
them has displaced her in 
first place. The race appears 
to be ‘who will be in a run- 
off with Roby. Bobby 
Bright held the office as a 


ae 
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Democrat and is putting in a 
pretty good run in this party. 
Rich Hobson has support in 
this, the southern part of the 
district, but this is his first 
political race, making a pre- 
diction hard to do. We don’t 
see much excitement for 
Enterprise’s Barry Moore 
but he has some hard core 
support that could put him 
in the run-off. 

Democrats have two can- 
didates and we know very 
little about either. 

Attorney General has 
attracted some known 
names. Both Steve 
Marshall and Alice Martin 
are a bit stained by their 
reportedly wheeling and 
dealing to get appointed by 
a resigning governor when 
the AG office was vacant. 
Elba native Troy King is 
running a good race and the 
apparent leading 
Republican candidate. 

Democrats have two 
candidates with Joe 
Siegelman, son of former 
governor Don Siegelman 
the apparent leader for the 
nomination. 

The court races are scary 
as we can’t put a face with 
so many of the names. The 
Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court has two 
candidates. Incumbent 
Chief Justice Lyn Stuart and 
one of the Associate 
Justices, Judge Tom Parker. 
Parker has taken some flack 
for not writing as many 
opinions as his fellow 
judges. Not having been 
there, we don’t know about 
that but do know Stuart has 
handled the job in a proper 
judicial way. 

There are seven other 


judicial races on _ the 
Republican ballot and we 
can’t tell you anything 
about a single one of the 
candidates. 

The Secretary of State 
race has two Republicans, 
including the incumbent 
John H. Merrill. We admire 
the way Merrill has worked 
to keep Alabama out of the 
federal courts on election 
issues. 

There are two Democrats 
wanting this office, but we 
have never heard of either 
one of them. 

The State Treasurer 
race has three Republican 
candidates and no 
Democrats. We like John 
McMillan here, as neither 
of his opponents has both- 
ered to let us know their 
abilities. 

State Auditor — now 
this is amusing. We have 
never, ever voted for Jim 
Zeigler but will support 
him for another term as 
Auditor. Simply because he 
has not done a bad job and 
the two opponents are 
complete unknowns to us. 

Gerald Dial is our hands 
down choice for 
Commissioner of 
Agriculture. He is a sea- 
soned public official and 
serves with honor in what- 
ever he is doing. His three 
opponents may be great 
folks, but we don’t know 
about either of them. 

Several people have 
asked about State Senator 
Jimmy Holley’s race. 
Holley is the lone candi- 
date in that race so is auto- 
matically the Republican 
nominee. His name will not 
appear on the ballot until

“The Greatest Memorial 


Memorial Day in the USA is a holiday that is observed 
on the last Monday of May annually. This day honors men 
and women who died while serving in the United States 
military. 

This day should not be confused with Veterans Day 
when we recognize all those who have served, but this day 
is for a distinguished group of soldiers, originally known 
as Decoration Day. 

Memorial Day became an official federal holiday in 
1971, even though it had been observed in some form 
beginning after the Civil War.

However, as great as our Memorial Day is, the greatest 
Memorial Day was instituted by Jesus Himself. On the 
first day of each week the church is to observe the memo- 
rial of Jesus death for our sins. (Acts 20:7) 

Jesus Christ instituted what is often refer to as Lord’s 
Supper just before the end of His earthly life. The Bible 
clearly reveals that the Lord Supper is a memorial to the 
death of Jesus; His body broken and His blood shed. His 
death made possible the remission of our sins. 

Communion, which is another name used for this memo- 
rial, is to take place in the Lord’s kingdom or church. “And 
as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed it, and 
brake it, and gave it to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; 
this is my body. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
gave it to them, saying, Drink ye all of it; For this is my 
blood of the new testament, which is shed for many for the 
remission of sins. But I say unto you, I will not drink 
henceforth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Father’s kingdom.” (Matthew 
26:26-29) 

As this memorial is observed, let us recognize it as the 
greatest memorial man has ever been privileged enough to 
observe, It is after all this memorial that makes eternal life 
possible. Honor and respect should be given to God 
through our faithful obedience to his will.

Lusk also noted .a large 
amount of these monies 
included athletic scholar- 
ship, which can be high in 
value. As for this year’s 
graduating class, she said 
the majority of scholarships 
offered were academic not 
athletic, which she said is 
something all are very 
proud of at Elba High 
School. 

“Tt is another indicator 
that a focus on academics is 
working at Elba High 
School,” Lusk said. 

The “Top Two” scholar- 
ship recipients for the Class 
of 2018 were Mia Clark 
and Jessica Lewis. Lusk 
said these two seniors com- 
bined for a total of approxi- 
mately $325,000 in scholar- 
ship offers. 

The superintendent said 
the school system’s rela- 
tionship with dual enroll- 
ment programs with career 
and technical courses and 
college courses seems to be 
another driving force 
behind Elba’s students 
going out and getting things 
done. 

Lusk said 100 percent of 
this year’s graduates 
applied to college during 
College Application Week, 
which was Oct. 30th — Nov. 
3rd. 

Of the 51 graduates, 21 
graduated with an advanced 
academic diploma, and 17 
graduated with honors. 
Lusk said 36 students grad- 
uated as career tech com- 
pleters [completed three 
classes in one field], and 12 
graduated as career tech 
concentrators [completed 
two classes in one field]. 

Lusk also noted that 40 
of Elba’s Class of 2018 
graduates have College and 
Career Readiness 
Indicators. Alabama 
defines a student as college 
and career ready if the stu- 
dent earns at least one or a 
combination of the follow- 
ing six indicators — 


Benchmark score on any 
section of the ACT test; 
Qualifying score on an AP

“Numbers 
like we achieved this year 
are always a plus, and I 
assure you we will do 
everything we can to con- 
tinually see increases in all 
areas for the Elba City 
School System.” 

Moseley added that he 
also is very proud of both 
music programs for the 
school system — band and 
show choir. 

“We are seeing scholar- 
ship monies come in for 
these as well due to the tal- 
ents in those areas.

It was fun 
to watch the look on his face as he tried to plan his next 
move, and before long he actually set me up a few times 
and had a couple of double-jumps. It was important for 
him to win, but the real winner was me! 


For what it is worth.... 


*** T talked with Elba Tiger head football coach Pate 
Harrison last week for quite a while and remained excited 
that the upcoming season could very well be special for the 
players and fans. Coach Harrison went position-by-posi- 
tion with me explaining what worked and what his plans 
are in the summer, and I got the idea that even the veteran 
coach is excited about the summer workouts and spending 
more time with his players. The Tigers seem to have more 
depth in the offensive backfield than in recent years, a 
young but aggressive line, and lots of players that love to 
play football and are willing to do whatever it takes to win. 
Yep, I am already looking forward to Elba Tiger football. 

*** St, Paul’s Episcopal School, in Mobile, filed a fed- 
eral lawsuit last week against the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association alleging that a new AHSAA rule 
penalized some private school sports teams and would put 
the schools’ athletes in danger. The suit asked the court to 
abolish the new ‘competitive balance’ rule and described 
the rule as “arbitrary, discriminatory and dangerous. The 
rule in question requires certain private schools that 
achieve a certain level of success in certain sports to be 
reclassified for athletic purposes, which results in the 
sports teams playing against schools with larger enroll- 
ments. St. Paul’s would be a 4A school if not for a multi- 
plier of 1.35 for its students based upon a perceived advan- 
tage enjoyed by private schools due to their ability to draw 
students from a larger area, but is classified 5A due to the 
multiplier that has been in effect since 1999. With the new 
‘competitive balance’ rule, 15 of the schools athletic teams 
will be classified as 6A for the coming year, including the 
football team, which has won the SA state title in three of 
the past four years. St. Paul’s won a total of five state titles 
during the 2017-2018 school year, tied for second most of 
any school in the state, private and public. According to the 
lawsuit, several physicians have stated that playing in the 
larger classification would create ‘dangers’ to the partici- 
pants since they would be forced to compete against play- 
ers from “much larger’ schools. The suit stated that foot- 
ball was a “collision” sport and claimed the new rule could 
lead to more dangers due to concussions. The AHSAA has 
been in court many times in recent years, but this trip into 
federal court puts it on a new playing field and it will be 
interesting to see.if the St. Paul’s lawyers can hand pick a 
judge that will go along 'with their complaint and delay the 
new rule taking effect. If it works, maybe some of the 
schools with only twenty or so players can sue to play only 
schools with the same number of players, and others with 
no players over a certain weight can sue to just play other 
teams that aren’t bigger than them, physically. I have never 
agreed with public schools being forced to compete with 
private schools, and maybe now some others will finally 
take action and let the private schools compete against the 
private schools, and do the same for the public schools. 

*** The sports teams at Elba High are all hard at 
work, and next week the Elba Lady Tiger basketball team 
is set to compete at a play date at Florala High School. 
Coach Shaun Hammonds is back at the helm for the Elba 
girls and has already begun to install a new system that he 
feels will lead to even more wins, and it will be interesting 
to watch the girls this summer as they get ready for a new 
season and a new coach. The volleyball team is also hard 
at work with the junior high, junior varsity and varsity 
players all working out in the weight room and on the 
court. 

*** In closing.... the entire Elba community is still in 
shock over the tragic death of eight-year-old TJ Northey. 
The popular young student at the Elba Elementary School 
drowned while on vacation with his family last week and 
all that knew him, young and old, are in shock. I pray for 
his family to receive Divine guidance to help them during 
this time of grief, and borrowed a few words from Hans 
Christian Anderson to add to a few of my own that may 
give them a little solace.... “Then TJ opened his eyes, and 
looked up into the angels beautiful face, which beamed 
with happiness, and at the same moment they were in heav- 
en, where joy and bliss reigned. TJ received wings like the 
other angel, and they flew about together, hand in hand.”

Coach Pate Harrison sees 


The Elba Tigers conclud- 
ed spring football drills 
recently with an impressive 
36-12 win over Samson, 
but Tiger head coach Pate 
Harrison stated last week 
that despite the victory in 
the spring game there is a 
lot of work left to do before 
the team will be ready to 
open the season on Aug. 31 
against the Opp Bobcats. 

“It is always great to win 
on the scoreboard and it 
gets the fans excited,” said 
Harrison, “but after break- 
ing down the film we as 
coaches realized that there 
is a lot of work left to do if 
we hope to reach the goals 
we have set for nest sea- 
son.” 

“On offense we found 
out that we have a solid 
quarterback and two pretty 
good running backs that are 
threats every time they get 
the ball,” added Harrison. 
“Byron Johnson had a good 
night throwing the ball and 
is also one of our best run- 
ners, but he will have to get 
bigger and stronger during 
the summer to take the 
pounding that comes with 
playing the sport of foot- 
ball. Richmon Singletary 
and Collin Harrison both 
looked good running the 
ball and both showed they 
had speed and the instincts 
needed to be successful 
runners. It is always good 
to have more than one 
back, and we hope that by 
the time summer ends we 
will have several capable 
backs that can challenge a 
defense. We also feel good 
with our depth at the quar- 
terback position, since 
Richmon Singletary was 
the starter a year ago at the 
position, and we had two 
other young players see 
action in the game. We 
expect to have quality 
depth at all positions in the 
backfield.” 

“Our offensive line was 
really young in the spring 
with only one senior in the 
starting lineup,” said 
Harrison, “but that senior 
has experience and the 
newcomers all showed 
signs of being solid play- 
ers.

Spring football drills 
came to an end recently at 
both New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel, and while the 
teams enjoyed mixed 
results in their spring foot- 
ball games, both coaches 
felt encouraged heading 
into summer workouts. 

The New _ Brockton 
Gamecocks competed in a 
four-tam jamboree along 
with 4A Ashford, 2A 
Geneva County and 3A 
Slocomb, and was clearly 
the dominant team on the 
field on both offense and 
defense. 

The Gamecock offense 
rolled up 378 total yards 
and 4 touchdowns in just 
two quarters on the field, 
with 242 yards coming 
through the airways and 
136 yards on the ground.

Justin Jones, in a published 
interview, “ and we did just 


that for the most part. I 
thought both quarterbacks 
threw the ball well and we 
ran it well, and I thought we 
controlled the line of scrim- 
mage on defense. It was a 
competitive spring game 
and the kids had a good 
time and performed well.” 

The Zion Chapel Rebels 
dropped a 35-20 decision to 
Ariton in their spring game, 
but was competitive against 
the 2A power Purple Cats 
and gave their fans hopes 
for a winning season next 
fall. 

“The result on the score- 
board wasn’t what we 
wanted,” said Rebel head 
coach Randy Bryant, in a 
published interview, “but 
we expected a great chal- 
lenge from a great team and 
that is what we got.

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Local UDC chapter holds Southern Cross grave marker dedication ceremony in Elba 


The Gen. Edmond 
Winchester Rucker Chapter 
2534 of the United 
Daughters of the 
Confederacy® (“UDC”) 
recently held a dedication 
of a Southern Cross Grave 
Marker for Confederate vet- 
eran James A, Crawford 
Rowell at Evergreen 
Cemetery in Elba, 
Alabama. 

Rowell was born in 
Georgia in May 1836 to 
John and Betsey Rowell. 
He was the seventh of 13 
children. It is believed they 
came to Alabama between 
1842 and 1844. In 1850 the 
family was farming and liv- 
ing in Randolph County, 
Alabama. 

On 20 January 1862, 
James enlisted at Elba into 
the Confederate Army as a 
private in Co. D, 22nd 
Regiment of the Alabama 
volunteers, which later 
became Co. K, 25th 
Regiment Alabama 
infantry. In July 1862, 
James was wounded at the 
battle of Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee. The Regiment 
fought in the battles at 
Missionary Ridge, New 
Hope Church in Georgia, 
Atlanta, Jonesboro, 
Franklin, and Nashville. 
Although the Regiment suf- 
fered many losses, they per- 
severed. They fought in 
Columbia, Kinston and 
Bentonville. After the loss 
of so many men, the 25th 
was consolidated with the

The men were all 
paroled at Greensboro, 
North Carolina on May 1, 
1865, 

Upon returning to South 
Alabama, James met the 
sister of one of his Army 
buddies. Her name was 
Matilda Harper. They were 
married in the winter of 
1865. Matilda’s father, John 
William Harper was a suc- 
cessful farmer in the 
Clintonville Community in 
Coffee County. As a wed- 
ding gift he gave the couple 
a large tract of land. James 
and Matilda begin a family 
and started farming, making 
the Rowell name known in 
Coffee County. They had 11 
children when Matilda died 
unexpectedly in February 
1884 at the age of 38, her 
youngest child was only 2 
¥% years old. 

After Matilda’s death, 
James met Sarah Melissa 
Norton of Pike County. She 
was the widow of E. M. 
Brooks. They were married 
14 November 1884. They 
had the first of eight chil- 
dren in September 1885. In 
December 1895 James lost 
the property he had 
received from Matilda’s 
father due to an unpaid 
mortgage. He continued 
farming as a tenant farmer 
to provide for his family. At 
the age of 70 he applied for 
and received his war pen- 
sion until his death on 17 
September 1908. He was

buried in Evergreen 
Cemetery with his first 
wife, Matilda. His second 
wife, Sarah, stopped receiv- 
ing her widow’s pension in 
November 1914 her date of 
death and where she is 
buried is uncertain. In the 
1910 census she was living 
in Florala, Alabama and 
running a boarding house to 
support herself and her 
minor children. 


The idea of bestowing the 
Southern Cross of Honor to 
Confederate veterans was 
conceived in Atlanta in July 
1898 by Alexander S. 
Erwin of Athens, Georgia at 
a reunion of Confederate 
Veterans. Erwin and Sarah 
E. Gabbett of Atlanta are 
credited with the design of 
the metal. The metal was at 
this point authorized by the 
UDC to be awarded to any 


Confederate veteran who 
had provided “loyal, honor- 
able service to the South 
and given in recognition of 
their devotion.” 

The grave marker is. a 
two-sided, cast-iron replica 
of the Southern Cross of 
Honor Medal. This cross 
stands atop a metal rod 
placed into the ground at 
the veteran’s grave. It is 
sometimes referred to as the

Senator Gerald Dial helps distribute free opioid 
treatment kits to Wiregrass-area rescue squads 


State Senator Gerald Dial 
(R-Lineville) and represen- 
tatives from Kaleo Inc., last 
Tuesday afternoon, May 
22, distributed 130 free 
naloxone auto-injector kits 
to Wiregrass-area rescue 
squads. 

Naloxone is a prescrip- 
tion medication that can 
reverse the effects of an 
opioid overdose. The press 
conference took place at 
the Dothan Opera House. 


According to a 2017 
study by Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield of Alabama, 
the Yellowhammer state 
has the highest rate in the 
nation of per capita opioid 
prescriptions. On May 2 at 
the State Capitol in 


Montgomery, Kaleo com- 
mitted up to $12 million 
over the next three years in 
grant money to fund the 
distribution of naloxone 
kits to every rescue squad

in Alabama. 

“Since we started this 
campaign on May 2nd, res- 
cue squads have used the 
auto-injector kits to save 
three people who were at 
danger of dying because of 
an overdose,” Senator Dial 
said. “All told, we have dis- 
tributed 656 naloxone kits 
to rescue squads across the 
entire state. I appreciate 
Kaleo stepping forward to 
help our rescue squads save 
lives, and I am also grateful 
to the Alabama Department 
of Public Health and 
Alabama EMS for their 
help in educating first 
responders on how to use 
the naloxone kits.” 

The retail price for a 
naloxone auto-injector kit 
can be as much as $3,750. 
Kaleo, Inc., has made the 
kits available, free of 
charge, to Alabama’s res- 
cue squads.

Recognition and precautions needed to prevent heat illnesses 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health advises the public to 
be alert to the warning 
signs of heat illnesses. 

Heat-related illnesses 
occur when the body is 
exposed to high tempera- 
tures. The incidence of 
these illnesses rises expect- 
edly during warm weather 
periods, and anyone 
exposed to high tempera- 
tures or extreme heat can 
experience symptoms when 
the body’s temperature 
control system is over- 
loaded. 

The most common heat- 
related illnesses are as fol- 
lows: 

* Heat cramps 

* Heat exhaustion 

Heat stroke 

Heat cramps — include 


muscle pains or spasms 
(abdomen, arms or legs), 
profuse sweat, and high salt 
concentration in the sweat. 

Heat exhaustion — is 
associated with heavy 
sweating, paleness, muscle 
cramps, tiredness, weak- 
ness, dizziness, headache, 
nausea, or vomiting and 
fainting. Other possible 
symptoms may include 
cool and moist skin, fast 
and weak pulse rate, fast 
and shallow breathing, or 
irritability. 

Older adults, those with 
high blood pressure and 
those working or exercising 
in a hot environment are 
prone to heat exhaustion. If 
heat exhaustion is not treat- 
ed, it may progress to heat- 
stroke.

— the most serious heat- 
related illness, a life-threat- 
ening problem, may occur 
when the body is unable to 
control its temperature, 
Body temperature may rise 
to 106 degrees F or higher 
within 10 -15 minutes. 
Signs include an extremely 
high body temperature, red, 
hot and dry or moist skin, 
rapid, strong pulse, throb- 
bing headache, dizziness, 
nausea, dehydration, com- 
bativeness or confusion, 
and unconsciousness. 

Heat stroke is a medical 
emergency and even with 
immediate treatment, it can 
be life-threatening or cause 
serious long-term prob- 
lems. 

It is recommended peo- 
ple drink plenty of fluids 
except alcohol or caffeinat- 
ed beverages to prevent 
dehydration, stay in an air- 
conditioned room, keep out 
of the sun by seeking shel- 
ter, wear a wide-brimmed 
hat, light-colored and 
loose-fitting clothing, and 
use sunscreen of SPF 15 or 
higher, take cool showers 
or baths, and reduce or 
eliminate strenuous activi- 
ties during the hottest times 
of the day. 

Individuals with heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity, 
poor circulation, or previ- 
ous stroke problems, peo- 
ple of older and younger 
ages, and those taking cer- 
tain medications are at 
greater risk of becoming ill 
in hot weather.
